JAMES P. NEWELL DIES 
AFTER BRIEF ILLNESS 


Former Public Administrator 
Succumbs to Intestinal Trou- 
ble at Age of 68. 


James P. Newell, 68 y@ars old. 
former Public Administrator, died 
of intestinal trouble at St. An- 
thony’s Hospital today. He was 
known to an unusually large num- 
ber of St Louisans as Jimmy, as a 
result of a long connection with 
the Merchants’ Fxchange.

In this position 
he gained his wide acquaintance, 
cementing it by his pleasant 
triendly manner.

A Democrat, he was elected to 
the oid City Council in 1901 and 
served for four years. In 1908 he 
ran for Public Administrator and 
led the Democratic ticket, but his 
Republican opponent was elected.

The directors state that the 
present viaducts over the Wabash 
tracks at St, Charles road and at 
Kingshighway, the two being on 
efther side of the Delmar crossing, 
are respectively 18 feet, 4 inches 
and 17 feet 3 inches in clearance.
